OKLAHOMA 
CITY.—The 
state 
law providing for use of fines in 
wife abandonment cases to help the 
abandoned wife was declared con­ 
stitutional by the criminal court of 
appeals Saturday. 
It was ruled in 
the 
case of 
Charles F. Postelwait, 18-year-old 
husband, that the $500 fine asses­ 
sed against him in Cotton county 
and turned over to 
his 
alleged 
abandoned wife was legal. 
The court said in rendering the 
decision, “the Oklahoma constitu­ 
tion contains no prohibition against 
the use of public money for individ­ 
ual, private use, except that such 
shall not be used in any sect or 
church or system of religion.” 
The Oklahoma law was adopted 
from the Texas law and the latter 
was declared unconstitutional in 
1909 by the Texas criminal court of 
appeals. 
The Oklahoma court of appeals 
sets forth that the Oklahoma con­ 
stitution differs radically from the 
Texas one, thereby allowing the law. 
This is the first decision by the 
criminal court of appeals on this 
law.
